On Tuesday the announcement of the 
changes in committees will be made and 
there is a probability that after this 
announcement the senate wil] adjourn 
until Thursday, when the adjournment 
for the holidays will take place, extend- 
ing to January 6. If there are business 
sessions Wednesday and Thursday, Sen- 
ator Morgan will make an effort to secure 
action on his bill authorizing the acqui- 
sition of right of way for the Nicaragua 
canal. but senators on the republican 
side of the chamber are inclined to post- 
pone all important legislation until after 
the holidays. There probably will be 
action before the adjournment Thursday 
on a number of nominations, and the 
chances are that Attorney General 
Knox’s nomination will be among those 
to secure attention. The introduction of 
resolutions bearing on the case of Ad- 
miral Schley also is among the probabil- 
ities. but no action in that direction is 
anticipated for the present. 

Philippine Revenues. 

The house this week will pass the bill 
to provide temporarily revenues for the 
Philippine islands, which was reported 
from the ways and means committee last 
Friday. Under the agreement then made, 
general debate will extend thronghout 
Tuesday and unti] 4 o'clock on Wednes- 
day, when a vote will be taken. There 
will be no opportunity to amend the 
measure. There will be a break in the 
party lines on both sides of the house. 
Mr. McCall. of Massachusetts, the re- 
publican member of the ways and means 
committee who opposed the Porto Rico 
bill during the last congress, will speak 
against the measure and wil] be sup- 
ported in his dissent from his republican 
colleagues by Mr. Littlefield, of Maine, 
and perhaps several other republicans 
who oppose the Porto Rican bill and 
who hold that a similar issue is present- 
ed at this time. On the democratic side 
Mr. Robertson, a member of the ways 
and means committee, will support the 
bill and the remainder of the Louisiana 
delegation will do likewise. Represent- 
Ing the sugar cane interests of their 
state, they are opposed to. concessions 
on sugar duties, either from the Philip- 
pines or Cuba. The general belief is that 
the bill will secure as many democratic 
votes as it loses votes on the republican 
side, and that the majority in favor of 
it when placed. upon its passage wili be 
about the republican majority in the 
house.

THE COLDEST WEATHER 
FELT FOR MANY YEARS 


Near to the Zero Mark Has Been 
an Easy Proposition for the 
Mercury in Many Parts 
of the Southern 
States. 


Columbus, Ga., December 15.—(Special.) 
Columbus had the coldest weather of the 
winter today. The mercury dropped to 
20 degrees. Early tonight the thermome- 
ter registered 26 degrees and indications 
point to another general freeze tomorrow 
morning. 

Five Above Zero at Chattanooga. 

Chattanooga, Tenn., December 15.—The 
lowest temperature this morning here 
was 5 degrees above zero, the coldest 
weather since February, 1899. The maxi- 
mum temperature for the day was 18 
degrees The Tennessee river is rising 
rapidly here and is expected to reach a 
stage of 25 by tomorrow night. Rufe Da- 
vidson, a negro, was found this morning 
near the baseball park, frozen to death. 
He had been drinking. 

Relief Work ‘in Knoxville. 

Knoxvile, Tenn., December 15.—Intense- 
ly cold weather has kept relief workers 
busy all day. At 9 o'clock tonight the 
thermometer is 6 above zero and. the 
chances are that it will Urop to zero be- 
fore mcrning. The Tennessec river is on 
a rampage as a result of recent heavy 
rains. Tonight it has reached a 20-fodt 
Siage and is rising at the rate of 10 inches 
an hour. Railroads have suffered little 
damage, 

River Navigation Closed. 

Memphis, Tenn., December 15.—River 
navigation between this point and St. 
Louis is closed and packets plying be- 
tween the places will He up until the 
river gets clear of ice. 

Much Suffering at Birmingham. 
_Birmingham, Ala., December 15.—The 
thermometer at 5 o'clock this morning 
registered 5 degrees above zero. During 
‘he day the temperature mcderated some- 
what, but the mercury . still hovered 
around 14 degrees above at midnight. Con- 
siderable suffering has resulted from the 
big drop, but no deaths have been re- 
ported. Nearly all of the plumbing work 
in the city is affected. 

Coldest for Twenty Years. 
Oxford, Miss., December 15.—Last night 
was the coldest night in this section for 
twenty years. The thermometer register- 
ed 10 degrees below zero at 8 o'clock this 
moruing. Although thé sun. has been 
shining brightly all day, there is scarce- 
ly a perceptible thawing of the slect and 
snow covering the ground. 

Cold Wave Arrived on Time. 

Duckhill, Miss., December 15.—The cold 
wave predicted by the bureau arrived on 
time and on yesterday this section was 
in the midst of a blizzard all day, accom- 
panied by sleet. The mercury this morn- 
ing was lower than for many years, 
standing at 5 degrees above zero at 6 a. 
m. today. Mercury at 5 p. m. registered 
12 above. , 

Negroes Frozen to Death. 

Canton, Miss., December 15.—Last night 
and today has been the coldest weather 
experienced in Canton since February two 
years ago, when the temperature went 
down to 5 degrees below zero. The tem- 
perature today and last night has been 
10 degrees above zero. The sun has been 
shining all day, but has not thawed the 
ground anywhere. An old negro man 
froze to death at Stone’s switch last 
night. Three other negroes were found 
frozen to death at Canton. 


Stock Dying from Cold. 

Austin, Tex., December 15.—The cold 
wave which has been sweeping over the 
north and east for the past four days, 
and which appeared here on yesterday, 
has grown in*®intensity during the day 
and tonight it is bitter cold. Reports from 
the stock ranges to the west and south 
of here are to the effect that the cattle 
are in good condition for such weather, 
cwing to the dought of the past four 
months and their unprotected condition 
om the big ranges. It is feared that much 
loss will result by the death of calves 
especially. In this section quite a num- 


' ber of horses are reported as dying dur- 


ing the past twenty-four hours, mostly 
the property of poor people, who having 
been unable to feed them owing to the 
high priee of food.

San Antonio, Tex., December 15.—Colder

Cattle Die by Scores on Account of 
the Severe Weather—Chicago 
Reports Coldest Day in Thir- 
ty Years—Warmer in 
Kansas. 


Below at Chicago. 

Chicago, December 15.—This was the 
coldest day Chicago has experienced in 
the month of December since the weather 
bureau was established here thirty years 
ago. The mercury stood at 12 degrees 
below zero this morning, but tonight the 
thefmometer had risen to 3 below zero. 
The predictions for tomorrow are for ris- 
ing temperature. 

All Trains Lite. 

Lima, Ohio, December 15.—The temper- 
ature fel! from 56 above to 8 below zero 
from Saturday to Sunday morning in this 
city. It remains at zero tonight. The 
Natural gas supply has gone out in a 
number of houses. Railroad traffic 
suffering badly, through trains being eight 
ta, twelve hours late and freight trains 
being frozen up on sidings. 

Very Low at Burlington. 

Burlington, Iqwa, December 15.—The 
thermometer was 13 degrees below zero 
early this morning. The weather has 
since moderated. 

Faces and Hands Frozen. 

Sheboygan, Wis., December 15.—The 
thermometer dropped to 18 degrees be- 
low zero here today, and Captain John 
Bolton and Mate Thomas Sweeney, of 
the steamer Rand, had their ears, faces 
and hands badly frozen jin trying to make 
port in the fog. 

Think the Worst Is Over. 

St. Paul, Minn., December 15.—The offi- 
cial report of the weather bureau tonight 
contains the statement that the back- 
bone of the present cold wave has broken. 
From all of the stations in the far north- 
west reportg are that there has been a 
decided rise in temperature. Sub-zero 
weather continues to be reported, . how- 
ever, but not of such an intense character 
as during the previous twenty-four hours. 
In St. Paul the coldest today was 2 be- 
low zero. The rapid rise in the Canadian 
northwest has induced snowstorms and 
cloudy weather, but the snowfall so far 
has not been heavy enough to cause ma- 
terial delay to traffic. 

Warmer in Kansas. 

Topeka, Kang, December 15.—Tempera- 
tures In Kansas jhave risen from 10 to 
30 degrees since last night. The wind 
is from the south tonight and the indica- 
tions are that by tomorrow the weather 
will be much warmer. 

The damage to stock, while severe, was 
not so great as expected. Wheat in cen- 
tral Kansas is seriously injured on ac- 
count of the absence of snow. 

Deep Snow in Montana. 

Billings, Mont., December 15.—EasQtern 

Montana is enveloped in one of the 
heaviest snowfall ever known here. The 
snow averages from 2 to 6 feet on the 
level, and railroad travel will be -inter- 
rupted for several days. 
The thermometer. registered 20 below 
‘zero tonight, with a strong north wind 
blowing, which will send it from 10 to 20 
lower by morning.

In the Al- 
legheny river at 9 o’clock the water indi- 
cator showed 25 feet 7 inches and the river 
rising, in the Monongahela the reading on 
the gauge was 26 feet 7 inches, while at 
Davis island dam 21 feet 6 inches and ris- 
ing 7. inches an hour was reported. ‘At 
Brownsville 28 feet and rising is reported, 
while at all points above the Allegheny 
is rising. 

At 9 o'clock tonight the 75 coal barges 
on the Monongahela River Consolidated 
Coal and Coke Company, which were 
tied at the Brown’s landing, between 
Pittsburg and Davis island dam, broke 
loose and were whirled away by the swift 
current. As quickly as possible tow- 
boats were sent after the craft. Accord- 
ing to the operator at Davis island dam, 
the “barges passed there shortly after 9 
o’clock. There is considerable alarm in 
river circles over the accident. If the 
boats are not rounded up by the tow- 
boats and towed ashore they will go to 
pieces and block the channel, which will 
result in a big loss to the river coal com- 
bine. At this writing several of the barges 
have been rounded up by boats and tied 
up below, but the majority of them are 
still racing along with the current.

The Alaskans. 

The Alaskan Esquimaux are highly in- 
telligent, industrious, moral and honest 
according to their standards in such mat- 
ters, which differ somewhat from our 
own. They are stricly truthful, of kind- 
ly, cheerful disposition and exceedingly 
gentle, patient and tactful in their man- 
ners. In illustration of their intelligence, 
it was interesting to note that while their 
language embraced but a few hundred 
words as against our overwhelming vo- 
cabulary, they and not we made all the 
advance, evincing the keenest interest in 
the acquisition of the white man’s tongue, 
In voicing their proficiency in this_direc- 
tion it was not uncommon for some of 
the more sensitive among us to. be 
shocked upon being saluted by some pre- 
cocious maiden with a string of oaths, 
strangely intoned; culled for .our edifica- 
tion from the explosive speech in general 
use among the representatives of a high- 
er moral development. The natives soon 
learned such tunes and songs as were 
whistled or sung in thefr hearing. These 
they reproduced with considerable ac- 
curacy, words and all. The words were, 
however, generally sounds phonetically 
similar to those heard and were some- 
times, in fact, quite amusing. There are 
many artists among them whose carv- 
ings and etchings on ivory are of high 
excellence.

Curious Customs of the King’s Coro- 


nation. : 

Leslie's Weekly: The shouts of “God 
save the king’ are caught up by the 
crowd outside, church tells ring and cail- 
non are fired, not only in London, but in 
all chief towns. After a Bible is given 
to the king a aolemn Te Deum is chant- 
ed, and enthronement follows or homage. 
The king is conducted to a throne in the 
center of the abbey, and there receives 
the act of homage, first from the lords 
spiritual, who kneel about him, pronounce 
the words of homage end kiss his hand. 
Princes of the blood royal ascend the 
steps of the throne, take off their cor- 
cnets, repeat the homage, touch the 
crown upon the king’s head and kiss his 
left cheek. The peers of the realm fol- 
low suit, with the exception that they 
kiss the hand instead of the cheek. The 
words of homage are: : 

“IT do become your liege-man of life 
and limb, and of earthly worship, and 
faith and truth I will bear unto you to 
live and die against all manner of folk, so 
help me, God.” 

Wien the act of homage is over, the 
members of the house of commons give 
rine hearty cheers, with cries of “‘Ged 
save the king,” repeated by all. 

During homage medals are thrown to 
the occupants of the choir and lower 
galleries. Divested of <ll wymbols of z9Vv- 
ereignty the king receives the fioly sacra- 
ment, and the “Hallelujah Chorus” con- 
cludes the service. 

The state crown, which was made sixty 
years ago for Queen Victoria, and valued 
at over half a million dollars, has the 
pigeon ruby of Edward, the Black Prince, 
for the central or principal gem; there 
are twenty diamonds in the crown, worth 
$7,500 each; two large solitaires, worth 
$10,000 each, and four crosses, each con- 
taining twenty-five diamonds, valued at 
$60,000 altogether. The crown for Queen 
Alexandra was made for the queen of 
William HII. It is set with pearls, 
sapphires, diamonds and other precious 
stones. The scepter for a queen-consort 
is very like the king's, only not so large; 
the rod for the queeu is of ivory sur- 
mounted by a dove and a cross. It is 
said that Queen Alexandra would "prefer 
to be crowned according to Russian cus- 
tom, by the king's own hands after his 
ceronation, but she realizes that the in- 
novation might not be pleasing to Eng- 
lish ideas.

Secretary Wilson Will Endeavor to Get Appropria- 
tions to Establish Experiment Stations 
in the State. 


Washington, December 15.—(Special.)— 
Secretary of Agriculture Wiles will ask 
congress to cooperate with him toward 
the development of the cane sugar indus- 
try tn Georgia by making appropriations 
for certain experiment stations which 
he desires to establish. 

As soon as the committee on agricui- 
ture of the senate and house get down 
to work the secretary of agriculture will 
send to them reports of Dr. Wiley, of his 
department, who has been making inves- 
tigations into the sugar possibilities in 
southern Georgia. Dr. Wiley ‘thas returned 
firm in the belief that this industry can 
be very profitably developed. His report 
to the secretary was not issued in time 
to admit of a recommendation on the 
Subject in the secretary’s annual report, 
but this fact will not be allowed to cause 
delay if Secretary Wilson can help it. 

Representative Brantley, of the elev- 
enth district, who has interested himself 
perticularly in this matter of sugar e- 
velopment, has had several conferences 
with Secretary Wilson and is very much 
pleased by the attitude of that offictal. 

“Years ago there was a good deal of 


sugar grown on the lowlands of my sec- 
tion of the state,’’~said Mr. Brantley, in 


a 


talking about the matter today, “and 
there were several large mills at Bruns- 
wick. The cultivation of sugar cané was 
to a great extent given up, however, to 
make way for rice. Recent experiments 
brave shown what was not then known-- 
that cane of very superior quality can 
be grown on the uplands. This cane :s 
ccnsidered superior to the Louisiana cane. 
It has been demonstrated that ,Georgta 
makes the best molasses in the country, 
but the failure to handle this industry 
in any uniform way has prevented its 
teking the position as an article of com- 
merce such as it deserves. 

“I find Secretary Wilson more than 
merely favorable to plans calculated to 
develop the industry. As he said to me, 
‘this is one of his fads.’ He desires to 
establish experiment stations in our sec- 
tion of the south in order to furnish 
Gbject lessons to the growers how to se- 
cure the best results and secure the uni- 
formity of handling which is so neces- 
Ssury to its value frcm a commercial 
standpvint. While he will not specially 
specify Georgia in the request he makes 


for appropriations for experiment sta- 
tions, it is in our state that the principal 
efforts in this line will be made.”’

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FAIR BUYERS DISPLACE MEN 
{N THE COMMERCIAL WORLD 


oe 


‘OMEN as professional buyers 

are becoming so fiumerous that 

before long merchants say they 
expect to. see women control this par- 
ticular field as completely as other of 
their sex now command the stenographic 
profession. Many of the influential firms 
which at first looked askance at the fem- 
inine invasion of the male buyers’ domain 
have changed their opinion so thoroughly 
that they themselves are employing wom- 
en instead of men as buyers. This change, 
moreover, has not been made from mo- 
‘tives of economy, but because many mer- 
chants have become convinced that wom- 
en often make more profitable employees 
than men. 

New York, as the commercial store- 
house cf the United States, naturally sees 
more of the evidences of the invasion of 
women buyers than other cities, but the 
presence and influence of the feminine 
army of prefessional buyers is making 
itself apparent everywhere. At first the 
employment of women as professional 
buyers was regarded as an advertising de- 
vice—as a “freak.’””’ There were even 
merchants who frowned upon the inno- 
vation from an eathical standpoint. They 
said that the life of-a professional buyer 
was unfitted for a woman; that it would 
tend to destroy the femininity of any one 
who engaged in it. Generally speaking, 
the employment of women as professional 
buyers was at first regarded as being on 
a par with the engagement of women as 
barbers. 

Careless of these opinions, however, the 
pioneers of the army of professional wom- 
en buyers continued to do thelr work 
steadily and conscientiously. Those men 
who at first were inclined to make a jest 
of them soon learned to recognize the 
fact that the women knew how to pro- 
tect the interests of their employers and 
were in every way mistresses of their bus- 
iness. The next season foilowing the in- 
novation there were more women buyers; 
next winter, more still, until today they 
are in such strength that there seems to 
be a chance of the women buyers forming 
an ulktimate majority. 

This winter, acording to trade authori- 
ties, there has been observed a marked 
increase in the number of women buyers 
who have come to New York te buy 
stocks for the houses they represent. The 
female drummer has been seen by mer- 
chants long «enough to pass without no- 
tice, but the woman buyer is still enough 
of a novelty in many branches of trade 
to attract a great deal of attention. Many 
of the older commercial hotejs have had 
to change both their rules a their ways 
since the astonishing influx of business 
women. The Astor house and many other 
such hotels below Twenty-third street, in 
Mamhattan, and nearly all of those in 
Brooklyn, were for many years inclined 
to refuse accommodations to women who 
were traveling alone, mainly because of 
the extra trouble they caused. Since 
women began to travel as business rep- 
resentatives, as drummers, as book 
agents, as theatrical managers, as law- 
-yers and as professional buyers, the ho- 
tel customs have been changed. A travel- 
ing woman, whether she represents a 
dozen business houses or only herself, is 
now so usual a patron of the hotels that 
she is accepted as a matter of course. No 
special arrangements are made for these 
business women at the hotels, because 
they have plainly shown that they neither 
expect nor accept any more nursing than 
is accorded to a man. In those places in 
which sample rooms are provided the 
women commercial travelers usually 
share the accommodations with the. men 
and have come to be regarded as legiti- 
mate members of the fraternity. 

(Many Different Trades Represented. 

One of the more remarkable things 
about the great increase in the number 
of women buyers is that so many dif- 
ferent trades are now represented by 
women. The beginning was made when, 
some years ago, many of the large firms 
began to employ women to go abroad. 
or to come to New York from the west, 
to buy dress goods, millinery, and other 
feminine raiment. This was considered 
a natural and legitimate method of ob- 
taining reliable information concerning 
the existing fashions, prices, materials 
and trade tendencies. Many of these 
women are still employed, but QKhey have 
little in common with their more busi- 
nesslike - sisters, who enter the open 
market and compete in it with the mas- 
culine representatives of the merchants 
of all the earth. The old-time femaie 
“buyer” seldom actually purchased any- 
thing. Her business was simply to make 
recommendations, to keep her eyes open 
for new fashions and to obtain samples 
of the “latest things’’ in hats, trimmings, 
materials and buttons. She acted sim- 
ply as her employer's eyes; not as his re- 
sponsible and trusted representative, by 
whose judgment he must abide. 

The woman buyer of today is of dif- 
ferent stock altogether. She has q- 
most invariably served a hard antl us 
ually long apprenticeship to her chosen 
trade, and she understands its intricacies 
as well as does her employer. New 
Work today contains hundreds of women 
who are, for the time being, as much 
‘controllers of the credit and bank % 
count of the firm they represent as any 
one of fits partners. Upon their judgment 
largely depends the commercial stabill- 
ty of the house they represent. If they 
are employed by a dry goods house it 
is their business to buy for their firm 


as well as a most liberal supply of the 
fashion- 


an entire stock of the season's staples, } 


is not arranged for at first it is often im- 
possible to supply the deficiency later. 
These women may make very few mis- 
takes. Let some rival house secure a 
better supply of a free selling, fashiona- 
ble commodity than the firm she repre- 
sents—let it happen that the rival has 
bought in such a way that it can under- 
sell her firm—and there will be another 
buyer in her place next season. Many 
of the small houses in the west which 
once sent a member of the firm to New 
York to buy the season’s goods now em- 
ploy a2 woman for the purpose. Upon 
this woman depends the prosperity of 
the wholesale firm or store which she 
represents—her judgment of what will 
Sell in her town must be infallible, or 
the firm will be “stuck” with a quantity 
of goods that it can neither sell nor re- 
turn. Every firm, whether wholesale or 
retail, is constantly in search of *“‘bits,”’ 
and it relies upon its buyer to find them. 
Every firm, too, has its favorife house 
with which it has long dealt, but what- 
ever the buyer's personal preferences may 
be she cannot afford to allow herself to 
be tied down to one market, if she can 
obtain either a better variety or greater 
value in some other place. 


Few Women Fail. 

It speaks well for the success of these 
women buyers that the increase in their 
ranks has been steady. There are few 
occupations. more exacting or more re. 
sponsible, and yet there have not been 
many failures. At first women buyers 
represented only such trades as mihii- 


nery, dress goods and other lines that | 


appertained strictly to their own sex. 
Today, however, women are acting as 
successful buyers for nearly every im- 
portant trade that has ever been heard 
of. It is even said that there is a wom- 
an acting as buyer for one of the prin- 
cipal cigar manufacturers. While this 
feminine tobacco expert is by many re- 
garded as a myth she is yet considered 
to be entirely within the bounds of 
probability. It is true that careful in- 
quiry has failed to discover any one who 
had ever seen her, but, nevertheless, 
buyer after buyer answered, “Well, it’s 
likely enough. Why not?” 

Surely it seems “likely enough.’ Wom. 
en are now acting as buyers for makers 
of piano actions, agricultural] implements 
diving dresses, chemical apparatus and 
dyes. They are also representing brew- 
ers—there is a female hop buyer, and 
she is said to be a good oné—colormen, 
brushmakers, manufacturing tailors but- 
ton manufacturers, automobiles, cloaks 
dresses, mackintoshes, printers, boat 
builders, bookbinders, shoemakers, calico 
printers, umbrella makers. carpet manu- 
facturers, casemakers, engravers, silk 
fringe makers, shirt waist makers, man- 
ufacturers of infants’ clothing. sweet- 
meat makers, manufacturers of cords, 
fringes, tassels,. gimps, corsets, gsloves, 
furs, glass, jewels, beads. wigs, hair 
goods, patent medicines, saddlery. hats, 
surgical instruments and several hun- 
dred other things which, if detailed, 
would make this column look like an ex- 
tract from a trade directory. 

The foregong list needs explanation in 
some particulars. In the first place it is 
not complete, although it can, neverthe- 
less, be seen that women buyers have 
trenched heavily upon the domain hith- 
erto considered as exclusively meant for 
man. It is also necessary to explain 
that some of the trades represented by 
women are not so far removed from 
her usual domain as would appear at first 
glance. Take the case of the woman 


{ who is buyer for a firm of boat builders, 


for instance, and it would seem that she 
had selected a business decidedly wn- 
feminine. It happens, however. that the 
firm she represents manufactures a very 
light form of canoe, built especially for 
women. The firm's woman buyer is her- 
self an expert canoeist and is said to be 
the best judge of birch bark. cedar and 
lance wood in the business. The firm 
also manufactures canoe sails and their 
woman buyer selects the material.

Female Buyer Gets Glad Hand. 

By the firms with which male ers 
once transacted business the advent of the 
female buyer was joyfully greeted. It 
saved ‘hem a great deal of money, For- 
merly, wher the buyer of one of the 
iarge commercial] concerns came to New 
York, it was the custom of the firm which 
expected to obtain his order to detail one 
of its salesmen or employees ex 
to entertain him. This employee was 
granted a lavish and unandited expense 
account. It was his business to wine, te 
dine and to otherwise entertain the buye?. 
Anything which the buyer thought he 
wanted he could get, and often he was 
made the recipient of valuable presents. 
During a«busy season it frequently hap- 
pened that as many as twenty buyers 
were being separately and ex 
entertained by one of the big New York 
houses. It was no unusual thing for the 
expense of “taking care of” one of these 
buyers to exceed a hundred dollars for 
twenty-four hours. 

All of this expense, of course, was ult 
mately paid by the buyer’s firm, for, al- 
though those luckless persons 
notice the items, they were adroftly added 
to the cost of every yard of cloth they 
paid fcr. A nen-convival boyer, therefor 
was a valuable possession in that pe 
ticular alone, but such a buyer was also 
remarkably scarce. With the advent of 
womer. buyers, however, there came ® 
change. No longer was a_ large 
hampered by having half its employees 
out “entertaining” the buyers. The wom 
en buyers did not drink, did not care 0 
“go out with the boys.” patronized 20 
gambling houses, and showed no partice

United States, Canada and Mexico: se 
10 to 12 Is Vaccination Unnecessary? 

Those who hoot at the idea of vac- 
cination and insist that the immunity 
from smallpox which it confers upon 
the individval is imaginary rather 
than real will be inclined to view the 
matter somewhat differently after 
reading an editorial which appear- 
ed recently in. The British Med- 
ical Journal, and for the _ bene- 
fit of such of our readers as may 
be skeptical in regard to the effects 
of Sir Edward Jenner’s great discov- 
ery we reproduce the editorial in part. 


The Journal says: 

The imperial board of health, Berlin, 
has recently issued the statistics for the 
vear 1899 “he total number of smallpox 
ceaths in all Germany, with a population 
of 54,000,000. is 28, giving a rate per million 
of 0.52. Ir 1898 the rate was 0.28; in 189¢ 
it was 0.09; in 1896, 0.19. The 28 deaths 
belong to 21 different places in Germany, 
a striking proof that the population is 
well protected by the German law, which 
requires not only vaccination in the sec- 
ord year of life, but revaccination during 
school age. The largest number of deaths 
in any one localify was only three. Most 
of the cases occurred near the frontiers 
Of badly vaccirated countries. The at- 
tacks numbered 346, the fatality being 8.1 
per cent. Eight children died of smallpox 
during the first year of life; of these six 
were not vaccinated, and as to va«cina- 
tion the facts were unknown in two cases.

It is true that a veteran soldier in re- 
ceipt of a pension is encouraged to marry, 
and that the object of his affections 1s 
equally encouraged te marry him, by the 
continuance of his pension to his widow, 
without reference to the date at which 
she became his wife. But. that is com- 
monly recognized to be one of the abuses 
of the pension laws, and one which has 
given rise to innumerable other abuses. 
It is quite true that, as the present ap- 
plication on behalf of Mrs. Harrison is 
unprecedented, it is also very unlikely 
to become a precedent. But we are quite 
unable to see that the widow of an ex- 
president, who became his wife when he 
was an ex-president, has any legal, equit- 
able, or sentimental claim upon the 
United States, or that there is any merit 
in the pending application. 

Without entering into any discus- 
sion of the matter or taking any stand 
antagonistic to the ladies in question, 
who possess the good will and esteem 
of the whole American people, it suf- 
fices to say that The New York Times 
is not alone in the position it takes.

No Germ for Yellow Fever. 
(From The New York Herald.) 

The recent reports from the army medi- 
cal ‘museum at Washington prove that 
the suspected migrobe of yellow fever is 
altogether too elusive for detection. In 
some respects these. fruitless investiga- 
tions would appear to militate against 
the prevalent theories of disease propa- 
gation. 

The interesting experiments with mos- 
quitoes have demonstrated quite conclu- 
sively that the poison can be dissemi- 
nated by the direct agency of these in- 
sects. Theoretically, there is no better 
proof that a micro-organism is the direct 
agent of propagation. and yet with the 
most powerful of lenses and the greatest 
care in filtration of infected blood the 
search has been unavailing. 

The Sanarelli germ, of which so much 
has been said, is plainly a myth, as are 
all others of its kind, so far, at least, as 
present investigations have gone. This 
does not, however, settle the question ab- 
solutely and for all time. With improved 
methods of observation the veritable mi- 
crobe may yet be isolated, although so 
far we can only Know that there must 
be a distinctive toxime in the blood like 
that of scarlet fever, measles and small- 
pox, with no organism behind to account 
for the production of thé poison. 

Practically, however, the mere finding 
of the bacillus will net-alter of modify 
any of the prevailing views concerning 
the causative factors of yellow fever.

cial.)—Whether William O.. Bradley, ex- 
governor of Kentucky, is the real repub- 
lican dictator in the state the events of 
the next few weeks will determine. That 
he had the opportunity to become the 
final power, is admitted. Whether or 
not he has made a mistake is the ques- 
tion. He has opened his batteries on 
almost every republican of prominence 
in the state and stands out boldly in 
a position which he must maintain or 
the fall is inevitable. Many think that 
the very manner of his attack will ex- 
pose the weak places in his armor to 
the darts of the enemy. 

With the slogan, ‘‘the old-line republi- 
cans must be served,’’ Bradley has whet- 
ted his knife and gone after Samuel J. 
Roberts, collector of the seventh dis- 
trict, with Lexington as his headquarters; 
Leslie Combs, state pension agent, lo- 
cated at Louisville; C. M. Barnett, sur- 
veyor of port, at Louisville, and E. T. 
Banks, collector of the second district, 
with headquarters at Owensboro. He 
wants A. T. Wood, of Mount Sterling, to 
succeed Roberts; he wants Daniel R. Col- 
lier to receive the emoluments now en- 
joyed by Barnett. With Barnett he 
lines up United States Senator W. J. 
Deboe against him, while he has antag- 
onized Commissioner of Internal Revenue 
John W. Yerkes by his salty interviews 
in which he declared Yerkes too big for 
his political breeches and stated that he 
had refused to take Yerkes’ hand when 
it was offered at Washington. He there- 
fore has antagonized the majority of the 
leaders and will have to fight his battles 
for the most part alone. 

Roberts and Barnett both mmde a trip 
to Washington as soon as Bradley began 
his attack in an open fashion, although 
they were warned of the impending 
storm some days beforehand. They 
have just returned, and when Mr. Rob- 
erts was seen in his office here immedi- 
ately after stepping from the train he 
was all smiles and reported that he was 
well satisfied with the outlook. 

The Yerkes Incident. 

The decidedly blunt, breezy and un- 
polished -way in which Governor Bradley 
dressed down Mr. Yerkes in an interview 
which recently appeared in The Constitu- 
tion is still a topic of conversation in 
state political circles. Just what is back 
of it all. that there should be such bft- 
ter criticism of his one time close friend 
and protege by Governor Bradley is a 
matter of much speculation by those on 
the outside. 

According to the statement of best in- 
formed politicians in the state the quar- 
rel is based more on little things, accu- 
mulating from time to time, rather than 
on any decided breach tetween the two 
men which can be pointed to as the place 
where their steps began to diverge and 
their several paths to direct themselves 
to different points of the compass. 

Bradley has always done what he could 
to push Yerkes in a political way and has 
practically been his tutor in the devious 
ways of the political) game. The first 
time, however, that tne pupil permitted 
himself to stray from under the guid- 
ing hand of the master was galling to 
the master. It was at a time when 
to be used as a probable candidate.

that the perishable tropical fruits pro- 
duced here might be placed upon the 
markets of the world preserved and can- 
died, with profitable results. There is 
an oceasional small shipment of pre- 
served tamarinds and guava jelly or mar- 
malade, but what this island lacks is cap- 
ital and enterprise. 

A species of sour oranges grows wild, 
the peel of which, when dried, finds a 
ready market in London, but no attempt 
is made to utilize the fruit itself, which 
is thrown away. The peculiar acid juice 
of this orange should be of some value. 

Limes are plentiful in this and neigh- 
boring islands, yet I know of but one 
party preparing lime juice for the market, 
and his trade is limited mostly to the 
supply of ships coming into this port. 

The variety of tropical fruits found in 
these islands is surprising; they are infe- 
rior, however, in flavor and delicacy to 
American fruits. Besides, there is a 
great deal of extraneous matters—seeds, 
pulp and cortical substances—for the 
amount ef real fruit obtained. The only 
berry known in St. Christopher is the so- 
called strawberry, which is in reality a 
species of raspberry growing wild in the 
mountains. The soil and climate would 
seem, however, to be favorable to the 
growth of other berries. The perishable 
nature of these tropical fruits have pre- 
cluded their exportation, but there is now 
some talk of equipping steamers ith 
cold storage compartments for that r- 


» pose. 


Many garden vegetables unknown in 
the United States are found here. Those 


which are similar to American vegetables 4 


are much smaller than the latter. ‘The 
native cabbage is considered large if it 
be the size of a cocoanut. Potatoes and 
tomatoes are seldom found larger than 
small eggs. American sweet corn is un- 
known here, but should do well; in fact, 
all fruits and vegetables requiring little 
attention seem to flourish. 

The soil of St. Christopher is wonder- 
fully productive, as may be judged from 
the statements of two botanists sent out 
by the department of agriculture of New 
York, who have just completed their re- 
search, claiming to have discovered sev- 


enty new varieties of flora-on one-moun- 


tain albone. 

The water supply would be sufficient for 
considerable irrigation. During the rainy 
seasons, short, sh showers occur usual- 
ly several times’ a day.

New Coal Field in Belgium. 

Under date of November 5, 1901, Con- 
sul Winslow, of Liege, reports the dis- 
covery of a soft-coa] basin at Aech, in 
the province of Limbourg. a few miles 
to the north of Liege. The coal much 
resembles that found at Westphalia, Ger- 
many. It contains from 18 to 20 per cent 
of volatile matter. The first vein was 
discovered at a.depth of about 1,640 feet, 
and between this and 1,968 feet five veins 
have been discovered, ranging from 2.5 
feet to 6.6 feet. It is thought this basin 
covers about 24,700 acres. A German com- 
pany from Westphalia has begun to d2- 
velop a mine, and the John Cockerill com- 
pany, that has extensive mills at Seraing 
and shipyards at Antwerp, has decided 
to build large works in the basin. 

Coal in Spitzbergen. 

©onsul.General Bordewich writes from 
Christiana, November 9, 1901, in regard 
to coal deposits recently found in Spitz- 
bergen. According to newspaper reports, 
there are indications that remunerative 
coal mining might be conducted in the 
islands, provided sufficient capital were 
invested. It is stated that the shaft sunk 
by the people of Trondhjem is located 
near the shore, at Advent bay, where a 
safe barbor is found. After having blast- 
ed 40 feet through clear ice, solid rock 
was struck, and at a depth of 60 feet dry 
coal of good quality was found. The 
layer of coal had a thickness of 10 feet 
and appeared to be extensive. In the 
mountain were also found petrified apples, 
pears, nuts and even leaves of bananas.

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POOR BUY FUEL 
SABBATH DAY 


Police Kept Hands Off the 
Coal Dealers Yesterday 
In Spite of Law. 


SUFFERERS FROM COLD 
MAKE PATHETIC PLEA 


To Captain Thompson for Dealers To 
Sell Wood and Coal—Patrolmen 
Shut Their Eyes and Walked 
Away—Was Work of 
Necessity. 


The cry of those who were suffering 
last night from the bitter cold reached 
the police when people begged that the 
coal and wood yards be allowed to sell 
on Sunday. 

It is against tthe law for dealers in 
wood and coal to open their yards for 
trade and traffic on the Sabbath, but 
many of them were doing business yes- 
terdey afternoon and last evening—with 
the direct permission of Whe police in 
some cases and by a tacit agreement not 
‘‘to interfere’ in others. 

The cold wave came so suddenly and 
so fiercely that many of the poorer classes 
found themselves without fuel. Yester- 
day afternoon, when they felt the weath- 
er growing colder as the night drew on, 
they besieged the wood and coal yards. 
The dealers were afraid to openly violate 
the Sunday law, An appeal was made to 
the police both by the dealers and the 
buyers. . 

The dealers staited that they did not 
wish to violate the ctty ordinances, but 
so many people, many of whom were 
suffering for the want of fuel, were 
clamoring for wood and coal that they 
felt it not only a work of necessity, but 
a work of charity to let the people buy 
what they wished. 

The buyers telephoned the police bar- 
racks and called in person for permits to 
buy fuel. 

A Work of Necessity. 

The matter was laid before Captain 
Thompsen, in charge of the evening 
watch, and his answer was: 

“Tell the suffering people to go and 
buy all the coal and wood they need, and 
tell the dealers to let the people buy 
what they want and if they haven't any 
money to give them what they want.’’ 

“TI believe in carrying out the law and 
especially the Sunday law,’’ said the cap- 
tain afterwards, to a reporter of The 
Constitution, ‘but this is a case of get- 
ting the ox out of the ditch. Men have 
been buying all the cigars and tobacco 
they wanted all day, and God knows the 
poor pecple suffering from the cold'should 
be allowed tio keep warm.’”’ 

Acting Station Sergeant Covington, 
when asked his opinion of the wood and 
coal dealers opening their yards last 
night, said: 

‘Why let them sell to all who need fuel. 
If a coal] dealer should refuse to sell on 
a night Mke this when the police kept 
hands off I would almost be tempted to 
make a case against him for cruelty.” 

They Turned Their Backs. 

Many of the patrelmen were appealed 
to on their beat for permission to buy 
coal by those whose homes were cold and 
comfortliess. Some of the officers gave 
permission and others sald: 

“T can’t tell you to violate the law, but 
you won't find me about the coal yards 
when the selling is going cn.’’ 

Patrolman Hewell, whose beat is near 
coal and wood yards on Decatur strest, 
met a number of people with baskets and 
sacks trying to get the dealers to sell 
them enough fuel at least for the night. 

“TI told the dealers,”’ stated Officer Hew- 
ell, ‘that I wasn’t placed where I could 
say to them, ‘Sell and violate the law,’ 
but I told them they could do as they 
pleased; that I was going to another place 
on my beat where I couldn't see what 
they did. I told the buyers to get all 
they could and if the dealers waited: for 
me to make a case they would wait until 
judgment day.”’ 

The people who were suffering from the 
cold and who wanted fuel in Atlanta last 
night, got what they wanted. 

And there will not be any cases on.the 
potice docket for violation of the Sun- 
day laws.

ADDRESS OF SENATOR DODGE 
AT GOOD ROADS GATHERING 


O address delivered at the good 
N roads convention attracted more at- 

tention or received more favorable 
comment than that of Senator Martin 
Dodge, director of the United States of- 
fice of public road inquiries. 

Senator Dodge is an earnest advocate 
of government aid for the improvement 
of the roads, and for this he pleads in 
his address, which follows: 

Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen of the 
Convention: It is true, as your chair- 
man has said, that I am at this time the 
representative of the department of agri- 
culture of the United States government, 
so far as it appertains to this matter of 
the improvement of the highways in the 
rural districts. We don’t expect to give 
assistance to the cities, as eur work is 
confined to the rural districts. We are 
glad, however, to meet as we do this 
morning the representatives of the rural 
districts, and to give some measure of 
relief, if possible, to a condition that we 
think ought to be improved, and I am 
glad to see so many men of high char- 
acter as I meet here this morning. My 
home is in Cleveland, Ohio. We have 
seen in that section of the state a great 
change in the population, by which the 
numbers in the rural districts have been 
greatly diminished, and the numbers in 
the cities increased. It is a matter of 
surprise to all students of this question 
to find that one-half of the people of this 
and other states in that section have con- 
centrated themselves inte the large cities. 
In the far eastern states even a larger 
proportion than one-half concentrated 
themselves into the great cities. Now 
this change has manifested itself into a 
sort of impoverishment of the rural dis- 
tricts. Their material prosperity is cer- 
tainly less, and we hardly think they 
have maintained the same thigh character 
of citizenship that they did in the past 
decades. We find that the rural districts 
are ‘falling behind in the matter of the 
improvement of the highways. I find 
that you have undergon= such a‘ change, 
but perhaps not so pronounced. The value 
of your land has declined for one or two 
decades. I understand that in the past 
two or three years there has been some 
advance, but speaking generally of the 
trend of things, I believe that the lands 
and products have declined. 

I am told also that quite a proportion 
of the white people fina it more agree- 
able and profitable to leave their planta- 
tions and go into the cities, where they 
enjoy greater benefits. This has resulted 
in a sort of hardship on the agricultural 
regions, and they have failed to keep 
pace with the improvements that have 
teken place throughout the country gen- 
erally. We believe that the means of 
transportation is ome of tthe’ greatest 
means by which the activity of the people 
can be so directed as to increase their 
outputs. It seems to me that all the 
great and growing places have cheap and 
easy means of transportation. Whatever 
may be the other causes combining to 
produce the result, we are all well sat- 
isfied that one of the greatest causes is 
the lack of better roads. It is a very 
remarkable fact that the cost of trans- 
porting these products to market is al- 
most as great as it has been at any time 
during the last two generations—possibly 
I might say at any time. On tthe other 
hend, the cost or transportation over the 
Pailroads and over the deep waters has 
been diminished so that we can ship 
produce very many times farther by this 
means than we could a few years ago. 
In other words, where we have substi- 
tuted inanimaite power for animate, there 
has been great progress—there has been 
no great reduction in the cost of animal 
pewer. 

If it is important to make a saving of 
a small] portion of a cent on the tonnage 
on long hauls, it is equally important 
if we can make a saving on the cost 
of transportatien over the common roads. 
On the deep water of the great lakes 
we take tonnage 1,000 += miles at 
no greater cost than is required to carry 
it 5 miles by animal power. There is no 
doubt that we can reduce this cost great- 
ly by improved highways. Therefore. 
we think it ought to be a matter of in- 
terest and of profit to persons through- 
out the country evérywhere to take up 
this subject and see if we cannot make 
some share of the improvement in this 
respect that has been made in other 
respects. It really is not too much for 
us to hope for, although it may be too 
much for us to expect at the present 
time, but the indications are that this 
improvement which has been so long 
delayed will be taken up as it is here, 
so as to restore in some measure the 
equality of those who possess agricul- 
tural lands to those who live in the 
centers of population, where the profits 
and conveniences are much greater than 
they are in the rural districts, either 
north or south. 


Government Aid Needed. 


It has not been possible for the people 
living in a certain section or in a certain 
state to cheapen the cost of transporta- 
tion for long distances without some aid 
from the state or government. It is still 
more impossible that at the present time 
with this great change that I have re- 
ferred to that they will be able to bear 
the burden of the expenses that are re- 
quired to restore to the most desirable 
condition these highways, the cost of 
which would be an extremely large sum 
of money. This reduced cost over the 
railroads on long hauls was not obtained 
without the aid of the government. You 
know that many states gave their aid | 
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Among other things said: 


tains to the Pacific coast. So that I 
want to call your attention to the fact 
that by looking back to the early his- 
tory of the different state# you will find 
that many of them did give aid to high- 
way improvement. I have learned since 
I came here that in 1829 this state appro- 
priated $70,000 for the purpose of improved 
highways, and devoted that money to 
buying slaves to work on the public 
highways in the different portions of this 
state. In the different states they adopt- 
ed different methods of raising the fund. 
I think the time has come when the 
state should take an active part so as to 
aid those who tre in need of aid to 
bring forward this improvement that has 
beén s@ long delayed. We hardly ap- 
preciate yet the great advantage which 
those who live in the cities have over 
those who live in the rural districts. 

It is a very remarkable fact that when 
the congress of the United States first 
appropr PR ed $59) for an experimental 
rural free delivery that the then post 
master general wvelie ved that it was go 
impossible to undertake %t that he re- 
fused to do so and turned the money 
back into the treasury.

The depot bill passed by the legislature 
has not reached the governor, but will 
be received by him either today or with- 
in the next few days. The paper must 
be acted upon by Friday of this week. 

It is confidently believed that the gov- 
ernor will approve the measure very 
soon after it reaches him. He has sttu- 
diously refrained from in any way inti- 
mating what he proposed doing when 
the paper is officially sent to him, and 
to all inquiries he has said that he pre- 
ferred to wait until ‘the bill was placed 
in his ‘hands for consideration before 
discussing the matter. 

The governor has kept up with the dis- 
cussion on the bill in both the house 
and senate, and it may be supposed that 
he is more or less familar with the pro- 
visions of the bill. Goverror Candler is 
a very careful and methodical man, and 
much prefers to peruse the official docu- 
ments in the case before giving any 
opinion. He is not jin the habit of taking 
snap judgment on any matter. 

True it is that the governor has not 
received any lengthy petiticns protesting 
against the signing of the depot bill, as 
was the case when the fate of the Wright 
dispensary bill was pending. On the last 
few days of the legislature’s session a 
number of measures were passed and the 
clerks, in consequence, have been busy 
preparing’ these bills to be presented to 
the governor. 

This probably accounts for the fact 
that the depot bill has not vet reached 
the chief executive for his approval or 
veto.

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The character of St. Paul was the theme 
of a strong sermon by Dr. C. W. Byrd 
at the First Methodist church.

“Out of the myriad stars that fill the 
heaven the astronomers have found only 
about twenty of the first magnitude.

“But the greatest quality of St. Pau)’s 
character was his sublime faith in the 
Supernatural, There is a tendency in 
these days to belittle whatever deals with 
the supernatural, but the power of a 
man is measured by his faith in fhe in- 
visible. Paul believed in Christ as the 
divine, the source of all strength, the 
essence of all life. When a man believes 
this as Paul did, power will be his. Faith 
brings us so close in touch with the warm 
heart of our Savior that we feel its pul- 
sations.”’

“When God créated man He entered 
into covenant relations with him. The 
covenant made with Adam has been called 
the covenant of works, because it was 
conditioned upon perfect obedience upon 
the part of Adam. The parties to 
‘this covenant were God and Adam. And 
inasmuch as Adam was the federal head 
and representative of the entire race, 
the covenant was made not only for Adam 
but for his posterity. 

‘Thus the whole race was brought un- 
der covenant relations with God. Upon 
the fatlure of Adam to keep the covenant, 
the entire race therefore -tands guilty be- 
fore God. 

“But God fn His mercy did not leave 
the race to perish cn account of the viola. 
tion of the conditions of the covenant, but 
condescended to enter. into another cove- 
nar.t with man upon other and easier con- 
ditions. As Adam could not fulfill the 
conditions of the covenant of work, it 
was necessary for the salvation of the 
world that another covenant based upon 
other conditions should be made. 

“Sq God has made what we are pleased 
to call the covenant of grace with His 
people. ._In this covenant it was God's 
plan to appoint a mediator who would be 
able to fulfill the conditions of the cove- 
nant. As Adam was the representative of 
the race in the first covenant, so now 
Jesus Christ the Son of God is the fed- 
era] head and representative of His peo- 
ple in the second covenant. 

“This covenant of grace of which Jesus 
Christ is the one and only mediator, has 
been one and the same in all ages and 
under all dispensations. The purpose of 
God to save the race fron the ruins of 
the fall was first made known in the 
Garden of Eden when He declared that 
the ‘seed of the woman should bruise the 
serpent’s had.’ 

“Let us notice some of the results of 
this covenant of grace. 

‘First. The result, so far as Christ is 
concerned, is salvation and eternal life 
to the sinner. This has been effected by 
the perfect obedience of Jesus Christ to 
the demands of the law. 

“Second. The covenant of grace is abso- 
lutely safe. It cannot be broken. Adam 
broke the covenant which God made with 
him because he was not infallible. He 
was not confirmed in holiness. He was 
liable to sin. He was human. But Jesus 
Christ, the mediator of the second cove- 
nant, with whom God is pleased to deal, 
is divine. He is God. He cannot fail. 
He was able to fulfill every condition of 
the covenant. It is therefore safe. 

“Mhird. ‘Dhis covenant of grace is also 
gure. it places the sinner upon a sure 
foundation and makes his aceptance 
with God a certainty. Urder the first 
covenant man was not sure of his salva- 
tion. Under the second the man who 
enters into covenant relations with God 
may be absolutely sure. It is by this 
covenant that we have the assurance of 
hope. | 

-“Rourth. This covenant of grace is an 
everlasting covenant. The first covenant 
did not last. It is a mooted question as 
to how long Adam remained in a state of 
innocency. Some contend thar he fell 
the next day after his creation. Others 
say he sinned the same day. But, how- 
ever this may have been, it is certain 
that Adam did not remain long under 
covenant relations with God. God gave 
man sufficient time to prove ‘his strength 
and his loyalty. He had every opportuni- 
ty to stand the test. He was placed un- 
der the most favorable circ nces, yet 


he failed. 

“But the covenant of grace is an ever- 
lasting covenant, well-ordered in ail 
things and sure. It can never be broken 
because Jesus Christ is the surety and 
the mediator. 

“and now all that is necessary to 
sure the salvation of the sinner is to 
accept ithe conditions and then come into 
covenant relations God. .Faith is the 
only condition as far as man is co&cerns 

We no woes. od have to work out our 
salvadion as under the first coven but 
he that believeth om the Son shall be 
saved. We see, therefore, that all those 
who have entered into covenant relations 
with God must be absolutely safe. 

“God has confirmed this covenant by 
an oath: ‘That by two immutable things 
in which it is impossiblé for God to lie, 
we might have a consolaition who 
have rong He refuge to lay hold upon the

re man who believeth on Jesus Christ 
as his Savior is brought under the cove- 
namt and is therefore absolutely a 
vation, because the 
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Rev. H. S. Bradley preached a forceful 
sermon yesterday at Trinity.church dur- 
ing the morning service.

Despite the cold weather, a very large 
ecngregation assembled at this church. 
Dr. Rice prefaced his sermcn by a strong 
appeal for teachers needed at the negro 
Sunday school. He showed plainly that 
here was an open door for service tod 
those who wished to fcllow in the very 
footsteps of the Savior. The discourse 
was upon the parable of the sower, the 
main thought of which was the effect of 
the preached word upen different classes 
of men, ilNustrated by that of seed sown 
in different kinds of soil. These different 
classes were found in every congregation 
and church, and the minister earnestly 
pressed upon his heavers the urgent duty 
of ascertaining if they belonged to any 
class upon which the Word finally proved 
of no avail, and, if so. to get out of it 
without a moment's delay. 

The Sabbath school has become. ex- 
ceedingly live and intcresting under the 
superintendence of John J. Eagan, and 
the attendance so large that an enlarge- 
ment of the school room seems to be im- 
perative and will doubtless be soon ef- 
fected. 
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In spite of the cold evening a large 
congregation filled fhe well-heated church 
to hear Father Gunn, S. M., on “Pre- 
Reformation Bibles.” 

“My last instruction,” said ~ Father 
Gunn, “was a statement of two truths 
and a correction of two errors, both con- 
cerning the attitude of the Catholic 
church toward the Bible. We use the 
Bible and we do not forbid Catholics to 
read it. The priest is bound under pain 
of mortal sin to read portions of the 
Old and of the New Testaments every 
day; the Catholic layman is bound to 
hear mass on Sunday where portions of 
the New Testament are read, so évery 
Catholic lay and clerical is bound under 
pain of God’s eternal displeasure to read 
or to listen to the reading of the Bible 
at least once every week. 

“The first prohibtion recorded in hfs- 
tory against reading the Bible was in 
229, when the bishops of France con- 
demned the- Bible translation made by 
the, Albigenian heretics. These taught 
there were two Gods; that marriage was 
a sin; the resurrection of the body a Ke, 
and they made a translation of the Bible 
to prove all this. Do you blame the 
church for condemning such a produc- 
tion? Yet this is the first known in- 
stance of forbidding the reading of the 
Bible. The next prohibition was in 159, 
when the reformers made their own 
translations. The church forbade her 
children these versions because they were 
unauthorized and because they might 
contain errors. 

“But we are told the Catholic church 
kept the Bible in a dead language be- 
fore the reformation; that we have to 
thank the father of the Refogmat¥on for 
discovering for us the Bible.in 1507; that 
he was the first to translate it into a 
living spoken language; that the Reform. 
ers, f@lowing his example, made the 
first translation of the Bible into the 
language of their countries; that to them 
alone the world is indebted for the Bible 
in the vernacular, for before the Refor- 
mation the Bible was a closed, a chained 
book. In a word, if we use the Bible 
and do not forbid it, how was it that it 
was unknown until discovered in 1507? 
If we want it read. why keep it in a 
dead language? That first Bible in ver- 
nacular was Luther’s in 1530. If we want 
it spread, why chain it? If we want it 
read, why close it? I am sorry such 
things are said, repeated and believed, as 
only the ignorant and unread credit such 
silly assertions nowadays. A few facts 
and dates may, however, be useful in 
showing what Catholics did for the Bible 
between 1450. when the printing press 
was first used, and 1483, when the great 
reformer was born. 

‘The Bible was printed in Latin before 
the Reformation, and at that time nearly 
all who could read at all read and un- 
derstood Latin. 

“Dr. Maitland, a learned non-Catholic 
clergyman, in his book, ‘The Dark Ages,’ 
tells us that we know of at least twenty 
editions of the whole Latin Bible printed 
in Germany alone before Luther was 
born, and The Repertorium Bibliograph- 
icum, printed at Inbingen, reckons nine- 
tv-eight distinct editions of the Latin 
Bible before the year 1500. Reuss tells us 
that no book was so frequently publish- 
ed Immediately after the first invention 
of printing as the Latin Bible, more than 
one hundred editions of it being struck 
off before the year 1500, 

“What about the Bible in the vernacu- 
lar? In 1877 Mr. H. Stevens published’ at 
South Kensington a list of Bibles in the 
Caxton exhibition, respecting which the 
“Church Times,”’ July 26, 1878, wrote: “The 
catalogue will be very useful for one 
thing at any rate as disproving the popu- 
lar idea about Luther finding the Bible 
for the first time at Erfurt in 1507. Not 
only are there many editions of the Latin 
Vulgate, but there are actually nine Ger- 
man editions of the Bible in the Caxton 
exhibition earlier than 1483, the year of 
Luther's birth, and at least three more 
before 1500. — 

“Two copies of a German Bible, printed 
in 1466, are in the senatorial Hbrary at 
Leipsic. Sickendorf, a biographer and 
disciple of Luther’s, mentions three Ger- 
man editions of the Bible published at 
Wittenberg in 1470, 1483 and 1490. 

“Brethren, we are accused of a great 
many things, but one of the most un- 
generous of all acusations urged against 
us is our neglect of the Bible. We Catho- 
lics did everything love and intelligence, 
heart and head could suggest to protect 
and defend it and to propagate it. We 
saved it in days of ignorance and in days 
of persecution. We kept it from corrup- 
tion when the Abyssinians made it read 
blasphemy. We stood. by it when the re- 
formers left it at the mercy of each new- 
ly found church, and today we love it as 
our fathers did. Well may we all say 
with that pious monk who transcribed the 
whole Bible with his own hand: .‘‘l need, 
O Lord, only two things here below—food 
and light, and these two’ things Thou 
hast given me. Thou hast given me, wéak 
as 1 ata, Thy sacred body for the nourish- 
ment of my soul, and Thou hast set Thy 
word as a light to my feet. Without 
stad a ine lgn ot my oul ant 
‘of God is’ oS) soul ane 
“of - of the ie ig. the] br of 
life and salvation.’ ” as tes 
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Rev. Dr. Landrum preached at the First 
Baptist church last night on the ‘New 
Testament Characteristics. of a Local 
Church.” His text was, I Timothy, ili, 15: 
“The church of the living God the pillar 
and ground of the truth.” He said in 


part: 

“Three institutions of God's appoint- 
ment lie at the foundation of the well 
being of civilized gociety. These are the 
family, the church and the state, each an 
organization and government directly re- 
sponsible to the supreme rule of the Al- 
mighty. The church is central; it teaches, 
converts, sanctifies both the family and 
the state; it holds up ethical truth for 
both one’s home and one’s country; it is 
the consclence of civilization and the 
creator of righteous public sentiment. Its 
destruction would bring down in a com- 
mon catastrophe all other institutions 
that stand for human betterment. 


“In commending the church tonight I 
desire bri2fiy to point out what I believe 
the New Testament teaches in regard to 
its characters. There are at least five 
points to which I would direct especial at- 
tention. The church is, first of all, a 
spiritual organization as opposed to one 
chiefly directed to material or political 
ences. It deals with the inner or spiritual 
life of those who have been ‘born from 
above’ or ‘born again’ or transformed 
by the renewing oftheir minds through 
the power of the Holy Spirit. It should 
be composed of confessors of Christ only. 
Its terms of membership Invalve confes- 
sion in vow and in act, the act being 
that of baptism. It is a school for spirit- 
ual nurture; it is a manufactory seeking 
to train intellect, affections and will to 
the measure of the statue of fullness in 
Christ, the archetypal man. It seeks to 
enthrone the spirit of the Christian above 
the senses. ' 

“The church is a democratic body. The 
local assernbly of baptized believers, as- 
sociated by covenant to keep house for 
Christ, is self-governirg. Each and every 
assembly is a_ spiritual commonwealth 
complete in itself, independent of all oth- 
ers, and acting directly under the guid- 
ance of the Holy Spirit. It has no legis- 
lative power, no judicial functions. It is 
purely executive in its sphere. It is charg- 
ed with construing and applying the last 
wil] and testament of Jesus Christ, its 
founder and head. A New Testament 
church recognizes no authority superior 
to itself, sacred or secular or political, 
save the ascended Lord. It administers 
its own affairs by popular vote. The pas- 
tor may suggest, the ieacons may recom- 
mend, but the church only may determine 
the course to be pursued. 

“The church is an educational organi- 
zation. Disciples are pupils or scholars. 
They enter into fellowship with one an- 
other for mutual edification. At the be- 
ginning of their course of study they 
know only the three great ‘R’s’ of. the 
gospel, ‘Ruin in Adam, redemption by 
Christ, regeneration by the Holy Spirit.’ 
They seek to advance, to grow in grace 
and in the knowledge of our Lord and 
Savior Jesus Christ. The Bible is the 
The Holy Spirit, who in- 
spired it, is the teacher. The application 
of New Testameyt principles to the duties 
of the individual of the home, of the 
church and of the state, and of mankind 
at large. constitutes the queen of the sci- 
ences. It involves abe réquires life-time 
study. Students of God's word may be 
busily employed if they continue their 
efforts till they attain four score years. 

“The church is not a selfish but a self- 
sacrificing missionary society. It is not 
én end in itself; it is a means to an end 
and that end is the efft of the knowledge 
of salvation to all mankirid. It is a com- 
pany of the saved who are saved to 
serve. It is a life-saving station, manned 
and equipped for rescuing those souls 
that have been wrecked on the shores of 
eternity. It is a light house for im- 
p2riled mariners, It is a hospita] in 
which is found the Great Physician ready 
and able and willing to hea] all diseased 
spirits. The church is the body of Christ 
on earth, filled with His spirit and doing 
His work of saving men, It must seek 
alt sinners. There must be no limitation 
to thea field of its Jabors. -It must be 
willing and anxious to disseminate the 
glorious gospel of the blessed God 
throughout the city, the state, the coun- 
try and the world. 

“Finally the church is a philanthropic 
institution. It concerns itself with the 
salvation of every man and of the whole 
nan, body, mind and soul. It preaches the 
gospel of the secular life which holds that 
salvation is a present experience as well 
as a future inheritance in the great be- 
yond. It seeks to make heaven on earth 
by removing all existing evils and in- 
troducing the golden age of man by the 
universal adoption of the golden rule of 
God. It is the nursing mother of all 
practical charity. The ignorant are its 
wards; tre orphan and the widowed are 
its tender care. It pities the homeless and 
generously contributes to the relief and 
comfort of all the defective classes of 
cur common humanity. So far from being 
lost in profitless speculations or barren 
idealities, the church of Christ walks on 
the ground, the band of men with eyes 
wide open te the practicabilities of the 
most prosaic life. It is alert, inventive, 
apt and active. When living up to its 
ideal the church is the leader in all 
gcod works. For these reasons it de- 
serves and should receive the admiration, 
sympathy, encouragement and support of 
all patriots who love their country and 
ali the saints who love their God.’’

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Dr. William J. Holtzclaw delivered the 
third of his series of Sunday night ser- 
mcns on ‘Salvation for the Lost” to a 
large congregation, his subject being,

to everyone that believeth.” 

He said in part: 

“The apostle declares that he is ‘not 
ashamed of the gospei of Christ,’ and 


assigns the language of the text as his 


reason for it. In Paul’s day the Jews 
mere go full of self-righteousness that 
the gospel became a stumbling block to 
them -because it gave no credit to human 
merit, and to the conceited Greeks it was 
fcolishness, because it paid no deference 
to human reason. A prominent divine 
in this country has asserted that there 
are three ways to  heaven—through 
Christ, through the church and througn 
reason. Only the first is correct, accord- 


ing to the Seriptures, and that must be- 


gin with repentance and faith. ‘He that 
beHeveth on the Son hath everlasting 
life. and he that believeth not the Son 


shall not see life, but the wrath of God 


abideth on him.’ ‘Except ye repent, ve 
shall all ltkewise perish.’ Salvation, 
therefore, is personal and cpnditioned on 
the personal faith of the believer. ‘Faith 
cemeéeth by hearing, and hearing by the 
Word of God.’ Paul affirms two great 
theclogical truths—the gorpel would be 
pewerful in .bringing sculs to the knowl-

Its Long List. 


VERY INTERESTING MACHINES 


The Factory Has Now Been in Oper- 
ation for a Month—Capital 
Stock of $10,000. 


Evidences of Aitlanta’s growth as 2a 
manufacturing center and as the homie of 
enterprise are on the increase and are 
becoming day by day more widely known 
to the business world. The latest indus- 
try is claims by Atlanta is a neckwear fac- 
tory, the first and only onein operation in 
the southern states. This concern, the Rob- 
ingon Neckwear Company, at 80, 82, % 
and 85 Marietta street, has been incor- 
porated with a capital of $10,000, which, 
under the charter granted by the supe- 
rior court, can be increased to $140,000. 

The neckwear factory is now in full 
operation and employs eighty-five hands. 
principally women, working in the cut- 
ting and sewing departments. Ties of the 
latest fashion and design, which, in the 
past have always been ordered from east- 
ern factories, can now be secured by lo- 
cal haberdashers and clothiers from with- 
in a few hundred yards of where they do 
business. 

The machinery used in\the manufacture 
of neckwear is new so far as the south 
has seen, and is exceedingly interesting 
ito watch in mation. A long line of sew- 
ing machines, operated by electricity and 
capable of many thousand stitches a min- 
ute, make a din in the factory and limit 
conversation to shouted monysyltables. 

The management, which is composed of 
Atlanta business men entirely, state that 
they are more than satisfied with the lo- 
vation of the factory in this city.

During the season now 
close freight men in all sections of the 
country have been greatly cramped by 
the shortage of cars. The following from 
an Indianapolis paper will be of interest 
to those officials in Atlanta who had to 
struggle with the car problem: 

“J. W. Midgely, forfnerly chairman of 
the Western’ Freight Association, is au- 
thority for the statement that the rail- 
road companies of the United States lost 
200,000,000 uring 1901 through the unpro- 
gressive methods and _unbusiness-like 
practices which prevailed in the inter- 
change and handling of cars, and he is 
now engaged in a campaign with a view 
to getting the railroads to adopt the per 
diem charge for the detention of foreign 
cars, believing that this is at least a 
partial remedy for the decrease in freight- 
car utilization which has been going on 
for years. In a circular sent out by Mr. 
Midgley the above statement regarding 
the loss for the current year is made, to- 
gether with many other assertions that 
are severe and critical upon the manage- 
ment of the railroads in this respect. The 
circular letter as well as the subject the 
matter deals wath is provoking consider- 
able discussion, and it is asserted that 
ten of the roads centering in Chicago are 
ready to accept and put in force the per 
diem charge for the detention of freight 
cars. Mr. Midgely assumes that freighi- 
car performances should have been at 
least 25 per cent better than it was dur- 
ing the year, asserts that this is the age 
of indiscriminate building of freight 
cars, and charges the railroads with rob- 
bing cne another by means of false car 
mileage reports, citing instances where 
roads defrauded a connecting road out of 
as high as °80,000 in one year. Mr. Midge- 
lv bases his estimates on the service of 
1,265,531 cars, and provided there had been 
a 25 per cent greater activity in_ car 
movement, there would have been 273,196 
more cars than would have been needed. 
J. R. Cavanagh, car service superintend- 
ent of the Big Four, recently wrote an 
article in favor of the per diem method 
of handling cars, but added that the 
greatest cause of increased car detention 
is the fact that the facilities provided by 
the public or shippers at important ter- 
minals have increased but a very small 
per cent and are practically the same as 
they were before the era of big tonnage 
cars, and these inadequate facilities of 
necessity means greatly increased de- 
tention of cars in loading and unloading.’’

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WATER POWER 


IN GEORGIA 


PROVING A GREAT FACTOR 


BY CHARLES JEWETT SWIFT. 


Water and water courses have been { 
regulated in reference to their value and 
uses far more in the western states and 
territories than in the eastern and south- 
ern states of America. 

In the former zones the products and 
emblements of the soil are largely de- 
pendent in their needful supplies for 
moisture and water through irrigation 
canals and ditches. Added to this, the 
necessity of water in placer and hydraulic 
mining and the right to divert it for 
their operation, enables us to understand 
what great factors water has been in 
the development of the two great pri- 
nary sources of wealth in the western 
and Pacific coast countries. These con- 
ditons have made legislation prolific and 
litigation both frequent and formidable. 
With us. water and water courscs, in 
their relation to private use, have been 
almost entirely limited to questions of 
riparian ownership, lo which the Amer- 
ican and English doctrine, as applied, {s 
that water is to be protected in its nat- 
ural channels, without diminution and 
without pollution. There are numerous 
veluable rights and privileges incident to 
this fundamental doctrine. 

The city of Columbus is situated at 
the shore line of the erchean and azol¢g 
region of Georgia and Alabama. The bed 
rock that forms the shcals of the Chat- 
tahoochee, and over which it falls 120 feet 
in a short distance, is a hard laurentian 
gneiss. The costal plane commences also 
within the city limits of Columbus and 
extends to the Gulf of Mexico. These 
two nota>dle geologic facts have made 
the river navizeble frcm the gulf to Co- 
lumbus, and commencing with the falls 
of the Chattahoochee at Columbus have 
made it pracczicable frcm thence up the 
river for the development of inexhausti- 
ble water powers. ‘The cotermination of 
navigation and the falls at Columbus 
renders this an eligible point at which 
to make practical observations of the 
two real values of the waters of the 
Chattahoochee and of the modern 
changes and conditions which may either 
eplarge or diminish their natural utility. 

Water Power Has Improved. 

The Eagle and Phenix has already en- 
larged and improved its water power to 
a very great extent, but the biggest part 
of its work to this cnd is now being 
prosecuted. The first dam above the 
Eagle and Phenix is that of the City 
Mills Company and next to this is the 
immense dam of the Bibb Manufactur- 
ing Company. A Boston syndicate has 
recently purchased a controlling interest 
in the Chattahoochee Falls Company 
(known as the Clapps factory property) 
end will here develop more power than 
at any Other point on the river adjacent 
to Columbus. Thougtn using more power 
that it ever did before, during the ex- 
cessive low stages of the water in the 
river for the lest two swwonths, the Eagle 
end Phenix has had plenty of power 
end the water has never ceased to flow 
cver the whole crest of its dam. Through- 
cut this period of low water the steam- 
beats plying the river between here and 
Apalachicola have made their regular 
tr:ps. While it is true that the improve- 
ments by the Eagle and Phenix have 
secured greater heads of water and the 
best efficiency of modern water wheels; 
ard while the boats on the river are of 
lighter draft, and the government work 
hes helped the channel at some of the 
worst places, yet the fact remains that 
the water power at Coiumbus is steadier 
ard the volume of discharge in the lower 
river is greater, making navigation more 
rcguiar than in years past. 

Knowing that the sink of the Hum- 
boldt and the sink of. the Sevier—tw > 
large streams in Nevada and Utah—had 
ceased to flow beyond these (sinks) on 
the plains; because of the depleting and 
destrucive agencies by absorption and 
evaporation, the writer has believed for 
several years that every new dam on 
the river above Columbus would greatly 
increase the water power and augment 
ihe volume of water below to a constant 
sufficiency for the navigation of the river 
auring all seasons of the year and all 
periods of drought. 


The Sources of Water. 
President Roosevelt, in his recent 
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sage, says: “The forests are natural reser- 
voirs. They cannot, however, fully reg- 
ulate and conserve the waters of the arid 
regions. Great storage works are neces- 
sary to equalize the flow of streams and to 
save the flood waters.” 

Nature's storages’’are of a threefold 
character; first, the’ snows on the tops 
and in the crevices of the mountains; 
second, the forests with their foliage and 
undergrowth; and,*third, the subsurface 
catchments of water, which come to the 
surface as springs and are called perco- 
lations, These are the sources of branches, 
rivulets and creeks; which are the feed- 
ers and tributaries to the rivers. Whether 
or not water nearest to its sources is at 
first deposited, into basins and lakes, the 
sources of supply which go to form the 
largest rivers of the world are primarily 
from natural basins and lakes. This is 
called the lacustrine theory of the for- 
mation, origin and water supply of many 
of the largest rivers. 

With the Nile, its sources are in central 
equatsrial Africa, out of lakes Victoria 
and Albert N’Yanza and the Nile tribu- 
tarieg of Abyssinia, 

The great waters of the Mississippi have 
their sources in the melting snows of the 
Alleghanies and Rocky mountains; in the 


* water sheds of the Ohio and Missouri riv- 


ers, and its lacustrine origin in the Lake 
of the Woods and other basins in the 
British possessions. 

The Chattahoochee river, like many 
other streams, has had the borders of its 
channel and those of its tributaries de- 
nuded of the primeval forests, and to an 
alarming extent the waters precipitated 
by rainfall] have lost nature’s economy for 
their conservation and the prevention of 
their rapid escape. These forests were 
‘‘natural reservoirs,’’ as President Roose- 
velt has correctly said. 

Every dam on the Chattahoochee above 
Columbus will compensate in a large de- 
gree for the ravages of the forests by 
the hands of civilization on the water 
shed of this river. In any given water 
shed, where the waters of the river are 
valuable as water powers and for naviga- 
tion, the contiguous soil being denuded of 
forests, the hegt of the sun in the summer 
and fall greatly accelerates the loss of 
water by absorption and evaporation. At 
the lowest stages of water this loss goes 
on at a very great ratio. They are the 
agencies which frequently reduce the wa- 
yer supply below the points of its availa- 
bility for milling purposes and naviga- 
tion. The extent of this depletion can be 
somewhat appreciated when we remem- 
ber that both the Sevier river in Utah 
and the Humbolt in Nevada cease to 
flow on the plains at points known and 
already mentioned as the “sinks’’ of these 
two rivers, and which are due to the in- 
fluences of absorption and evaporation. 


Gunby Jordan Agrees. 

G. Gunby dordan, at Columbus, in 
agreement with some of these ultimate 
observations, says that the new dam of 
the Bibb Manufactyring Company has 
steadied the flow of water at the Eagle 
and Phenix and that each successive dam 
up the river will improve the water sup- 
ply below and prevent the rapid escape 
of the water and reduce favoring condi- 


tions for loss by absorption and evapo- 
ration. Thus, at the lowest stages, the 
tendency will be to overcome a deficit 
in its diversion for water power, and for 
the navigation of the river from Colum- 
bus to Apalachicola. 

In view of its cbaracter there are tre- 
mendous possibilities on the Chattahoo- 
chee from Columbus to West Point.

T., December 15.~—The 
new treaty bil} which has just 
the senate branch of the Cherokee na- 
tional council and which will probably 
pass the lower house tomorrow, is the . 
most important treaty measure yet of. 
fered by the Cherokees. After the bill 
finaly passes it will be transmitted to 
the president of the United States, 

The new treaty bill provides that ai 
the lands of the Cherokee nation that 
are divisible shall be divided among: thé 
citizens of the Cherokee nation so as té 
give each individual a share. : 

All lands are to be nontaxable for 
twenty-one years, or until the title passes 
from the allottee. 

All tribal funds are to be patd out 
per capita at the dissolution of the tribal 
government.
